LOCATION 

The Museum is situated in Central Park, with 
the main entrance on Filth Avenue at Eighty- 
second Street. The Fifth Avenue stages pass the 
door and the Madison Avenue surface cars are one 
block east. Connection with the Subway is made 
at Eighty-sixth Street and Lexington Avenue; 
with the Third Avenue Elevated Line at Eighty- 
fourth Street ; with the West Side lines of cars at 
Fifty-ninth and Eighty-sixth Streets. 

ADMISSION 

The Museum is open daily: 

Saturday, 10 a. m. to 6 p. m. 

Sunday, 1 p. m. to 6 p. m. 

Other days, including legal holidays, 10 a. m. 
. j 5 p. m. in winter 
° I 6 p. m. in summer 

Christmas, 1 p. m. to 6 p. m. 

On Mondays and Fridays only, an admission 
fee of 25 cents is charged (except to members and 
students). Admission is free on all legal holidays. 

Members are admitted free at all times when 
the Museum is open to the public. Children under 
seven are not admitted unless accompanied by an 
adult. 

EXPERT GUIDANCE 

Visitors desiring special direction or assistance 
in studying the collections of the Museum may 
secure the services of members of the staff on ap- 
plication to the Secretary. An appointment should 
preferably be made in advance. 



This service is free to members and to teachers 
in the public schools of New York City, as well 
as to pupils under their guidance. To all others a 
charge of one dollar an hour is made with an ad- 
ditional fee of twenty-five cents for each person 
in a group exceeding four in number. 

CLASS ROOMS 

By arrangement made beforehand, three well- 
equipped class rooms with stereopticon lanterns 
may be secured free by any public school teacher, 
and at a reasonable rate by any lecturer, private 
school, or club* for talks upon the Museum col- 
lections or closely related subjects. 

PRIVILEGES TO STUDENTS 

For special privileges extended to teachers, 
pupils, and art students; and for use of the Library, 
classrooms, study rooms, and lending collections, 
see special leaflet. 

Requests for permits to copy and to photo- 
graph in the Museum should be addressed to the 
Secretary. No permits are necessary for sketching 
and for taking snapshots with hand cameras. 
Permits are issued for all days except Saturday 
afternoons, Sundays, and legal holidays. For 
further information see special leaflet.
